FOREWORD 

Dorter-Cable Model US58 is a pneumatic upholstery stapler. It is designed to 
irtitaU 3 ... s" crcMi, 22 gauge, wire staples of various lengths (\.. 4 "to Ls" long, 
see ACCESSORIES Listing in back of this manual) . 

POWER SOURCE 

This tool is designed to operate en clean, dry, compressed air at regulated 
pressures between 60 and 100 ESI (Rounds per Square Inch) . The preferred 
system would include a filter, a pressure regulator, and an automatic oiler located 
as close to the tool as possible (within 15 feet is ideal) . 

All compressed air contains moisture and other contaminates that are 
detrimental to internal components of the tool. Tn air line filter will remove most 
of these contaminates and significantly prolong the life of the tool. If an in-line 
oiler is not available: place one or two drops of Ecjrter-Cable Air Tool Oil (see 
ACCESSORIES) , into the tool s air inlet at the beginning of each workday. 

Ihe tool is equipped with a male quick connector . The tool must always be 
connected to the air supply with a coupling such that all pressure is removed 
from the tool when the coupling is disconnected. 

CAUTION: All air line components (hoses, connectors, filters, 
regulators, etc.) must have a minimum working pressure rating of 
150 PSI (10.3 BAR) or 150% of maximum system potential, 
whichever is higher . 

Do not connect this tool to a system with maximum potential pressure 
greater than 200 RSI. 

Cnly connect tool to air supply with, a coupling that will release all 
pressure from the tool when disconnected. 

Disconnect tool from air supply before performing maintenance, 
clearing a jammed fastener, leaving work area, moving tool to another 
location, or handing the tool to another person. 
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PREPARING THE TOOL 

1 After reading and understanding this entire manual, connect tool to 
air supply. 

CAUTION: Keep tool pointed amy from yourself and others at all 
tines. 

Always connect tool to air supply before loading fasteners. 

Do not load fasteners with trigger depressed. 

Only use approved fasteners (see ACCESSORIES) . 

Always wear Z87 approved safety glasses, and hearing protection 
when preparing or operating the tool. 

Never use a tool that leaks air or needs repair . 

2 Turn tool upside down, depress latch and slide magazine cover open, see 
Rig. 15. 

3. Insert a strip of approved fasteners, see Rig. 16. 

4. Push magazine cover closed. 

USING THE TOOL 

Complete all steps of PREPARING THE TOOL before using the tool. 

Position nose of tool onto work surface and squeeze trigger to fire a fastener . 

Each time a fastener is fired, a blast of air will be exhausted rearward f rem the 
rear of the tool. Keep your face away from this area. 

CAUTION: Remove finger from trigger when not driving fasteners. 

Never carry tool with fixer cn trigger: tool will fire a fastener if trigger 
is depressed. 

Keep tool pointed in a safe direction at all tines. 

Never attempt to drive a fastener into material that is too hard, or at 
too steep an angle, or near the edge of the workpiece. The fastener 
can ricochet causing personal injury. 

Disconnect tool from air supply before performing maintenance, 
clearing a jammed fastener, leaving work area, moving tool to another 
location, or handing the tool to another person. 

dean and inspect tool daily . Do Not use the tool if the tool is leaking 
air or needs any other repair . 
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The depth that a fastener is driven is controlled by the pressure of the air 
supply . The amount of pressure required will vary depending on the size of the 
fastener being used and the material being fastened. Experiment with the air 
pressure setting to determine the best pressure for the job at hand. "Use only 
enough, pressure to drive the fastener heads on top of the workpieoe (not into 
the workpieoe) . Air pressure in excess of that required will cause premature 
wear and/or damage to the tool.
